Without fear of 
contradiction, the biggest risk 
takers on the West Coast are the 
farmers in California who 
gamble on the crops they grow. 

1976 is a perfect example of 
the kind of bust year for 
agriculture that would quickly 
turn most other gamblers into 
shoe clerks.
